CATTLE SALES 

A MONGST the larger cattle sales in Alberta within 
recent date, it has been commented that prices have 
fallen off a bit from their peak of last year. Several ex¬ 
planatory reasons are given, either applicable to all or 
to specific sales. One is the uncertainty of the Cana¬ 
dian packing house situation, with the breach between 
owners and employees, and with packing houses filled 
for immediate needs. Another is that some inferior 
cattle are going in to these sales. Still another is the 
general tendency to cut down to some extent on herds. 


While Britain’s beef requirements are likely to con¬ 
tinue for another year, there appear to be few produc¬ 
ers who look confidently to Britain as a permanent out¬ 
let for Canada’s surplus cattle. Past experience has been 
to the contrary. During early depression years when 
the U.S. market was closed off by tariffs, it was found 
that Irish and Argentine cattle proved formidable com¬ 
petition in any satisfactory entry to the British market. 
Transportation costs further reacted against the Cana¬ 
dian product. There is no reason to believe that condi¬ 
tions \yj)l alter substantially after the war to the advan¬ 
tage of Canada. Therefore the insistent demand that 
export to the U.S. market be resumed seems soundly 
based. It would take care of surplus which threatens

CHILDREN’S CLOTHING 

\ young father after unsuccessfully searching a score 
■**of stores in several cities, in an effort to buy chil¬ 
dren’s winter underwear, exclaimed in despair: “What’s 
the sense in bonuses for better babies, when this coun¬ 
try won’t manufacture clothing to cover the children 
that we have got. “It was his contention that children 
would be better assured of health if the government 
saw to it that sufficient warm clothing was made avail¬ 
able to protect them against the winter, and that the 
promise of baby bonuses in the future is a poor substi¬ 
tute for the serious lack of children’s wear which pre¬ 
vails right now and has prevailed for some time. In 
bus opinion if there were a number of distracted young 
fathers sitting in Parliament, the pressing need for 
children’s clothing would,have been loudly proclaimed, 
and the situation remedied before it had reached its 
Probably storekeepers across Canada are heartily in 


sympathy with this young man’s frustrations. They 
cannot begin to fill the demand which is so greatly in 
excess of. supply. They resort to rationing; they can 
secure only broken lines and a fraction of what they 
need. Meager supplies are grabbed almost as Soon as 
they reach the counter. 

It would seem in all fairness that some pressure, if 
necessary, should be put on factories to assure that 
there is no shortage of garments that are essential in 
clothing children against, the rigors of winter. Scarcity 
of adult clothing could be taken without protest, espec¬ 
ially clothing of an ornamental or luxury nature. But 
the shortage in children’s apparel, which exists clear 
across Canada, cannot be justified and is the. last cut 
which should be made on civilian requirements. 

In the great world of affairs perhaps this is not im¬ 
portant, but it is one of the most aggravating of smal¬ 
ler aggravations. And seemingly unnecessary.

This is the reason given, by many 
elevator agents, for failure to 
interest farmers in Registered or 
Certified seed. If this statement is 
true, it must be based on one, or 
both, of two suppositions. They 
nre: 

1. That mixed or ‘scrub’ seed will 
give as good, or almost as good, 

, a return per acre as will pedi¬ 
greed seed. 

2. That tiic seed growers arc making 
too large profits.

Generally speaking, yield, grade and 
quality, e-pocially of wheat, ai; 

Most mix- 
tures, found on prairie f irms, con¬ 
tain early and late types, ru-t 
resistant and rust Susceptible type”, 
poor quality types, etc. Remember 
that it is pot- necessary to I -v 
expensive seed every year. Willi 
projrer care, Registered or Certified 
seed will continue to produce a 
reasonably pure commercial crop 
for several years. Therefore, the 
cost of pure seed must not all lie 
charged to the year in which the 
purchase was made.
